LA FOLLETTE'S PROGRAM 


The chief indictment of Senator La 


Follette in the minds of most persons is 
his war record. It is an entirely valid 
indictment. 
The most serious criticism 


1 of his political program is on his propos- 
1 al to raise the congress above the su- 
preme court, and in effect to subject the 
constitution and its guarantees to the 
•whims and caprices of the nation's law- 
making body. It is a merited criticism 
of a destructive doctrine. Probably the 
next concrete exception taken to the "Wis- 
consin senator's policies is his allegectper- 
secution of the railroads and his plank 
for government oivnership. 
If we are 


to retain private ownership. }Ir. La Fol- 
lette's demands, if applied to our trans- 
portation, stand to -wreck it. It is obvi- 
ous to everyone that the railroads today 
are in a serious condition and that surviv- 
al of anything like the present service ren- 
dered is a matter of great uncertainty. 
So far as government ownership goes. 
Mr. La Follette may be right in princi- 
ple, but it would be nothing short of na- 
tional folly to attempt to apply that prin- 
ciple now. 


3Ir. La Follette is a social radical. He 


is not. however, a communist, or a social- 
ist. 
He is opposed to certain political 


and economic abuses that have crept into 
the American system of government and 
business, and in this opposition he is un- 
questionably right. 
AVhen he attacks the 


kind of government represented by Fall. 
Denby and Daugherty, he is performing 
a real public service. 
AVhen he assails 


privilege, as it has been personified in 
much of the legislature enacted at "Wash- 
ington, particularly that relating to the 
tariff and the bartering away of inval- 
,nable public rights and national resourc- 
'jes, he is on the side "of right. 
"When he 


goes after monopolistic corporations and 
profiteers he is grappling with a great 
! American menace. 
These evils do exist 


and they ought to be corrected. Cor- 
rupt politics ought to be driven out of 
;rWashington .and special privilege ought 
jto be abolished. 


j 
There are some who believe that in the 


[eradication of' these 'abuses Mr. La Fol- 
jlette would destroy the rights of private 


j property and of American business. "We 
do not believe this is so. 
"What we do 


believe, however, is that in his crusading 
,Mr. La Follette has gone too far in creat- 


, ing class hatred. His methods have been 
•worse than his objects. 
He has caused 


hundreds of thousands of people in this 
country who do not think for themselves 
to believe that practically all business 
is vicious and seLSsh and that the men 
•who have been serving the country in pub- 
lic life in recent years have been either 
corrupt or the tools of special interests. 


Among these unthinking people he has 


undermined confidence in the American 
system of government to a marked de- 
gree. His preachings have caused others 
to become socialists and radicals of more 
extreme views than his own. He has set 
a large part of the country against the 
rest. Perhaps he has excused this on the 
ground that a part of society has been 
stealing from and taking advantage of 
another part. 
"We think, however, he has 


magnified these wrongs out of all propor- 
tion to the political success of our system 
of government, and to the cxtraordinary 
advantagcs, blessings and prosperity it 
lias bestowed upon the people in what- 
ever sphere of life.

Moreover, they prepared in ad- 


vance a perfect case to cover up the mur- 
der and to escape the penalties of the law. 


The testimony of 8250-a-day experts 


is just one man's paid opinion against an- 
other's. 
This testimony, by men previ- 


ously unknown to the public at large, 
creates an impression solely because of 
the big fees the witness receives and the 
millionaires he represents. The state will 
have experts equally keen and equal in 
authority to testify to exactly the reverse. 
The testimony is of little value. Alienists 
may know something of 
the minds 


and emotions 01 the youths they scru- 
tinized for a few days, and they may 
know nothing. 
The subjects may de- 


ceive them, as well as others. 


In a few years, if these murderers are 


spared, the same alienists, or others like 
them, will testify for a large fee that 
they have recovered, that the "sick 
mind'' that caused them to kidnap Robert 
Franks and club him to death is well. On 
some such showing an easily led judge 
will release them. It is almost a certain- 
ty. 
"We know that from the Thaw case. 


It is at worst a gamble with fortune to 
the parents, who want leniency now. in 
the hope of restoring their sons to lib- 
erty some day. 


Human emotions and temperaments are 


varied. There are all sorts of minds and 
hearts. 
Their reactions to environment 


differ. 
Some people are hysterical, some 


are less emotional, some are apparently 
without emotion. 
Some are highstrung. 


some are sympathetic, and some cold- 
blooded. Some are selfish and some un- 
selfish, some with strong and some with 
weak wills, some suspicious, some credu- 
lus', some arrogant and some heartless; 
some sentimental, some morbid-minded, 
and some colorless and phlegmatic. These 
differences cause them to act differently 
under given conditions stimuli and provo- 
cations. These differences cause some per- 
sons to make sacrifices and to live unself- 
ishly, and the reverse with others. They 
develop or retard conscience. Their prod- 
ucts are honesty or dishonesty, morality 
or immorality.

fenses against society, merely because 
they have a different emotional and men- 
tal make-up from people who preserve the 
law and respect the rights of others. If 
we did there would be no such thing as 
punishment for wrongdoing. 
Justice 


would be at the mercy of crime. 
Loeb 


and Leopold are in the same category as 
other criminals. There is something wrong 
with them, a screw loose somewhere, but 
they arc not insane. They deliberately 
chose to kill a human being. If they do 
not pay the extreme penalty for that act 
as provided by law, justice is cheated, is 
made the plaything of wealth and decep- 
tion.

The shifting center of morality.— 


tho fact that ,the indecencies of one 
generation will be the decencies of 
the next and vlce-x-ersa. a problem 
that most critics of today find per- 
plexing and engrossing, is the theme 
of Dr", Joseph Collins' book, "Taking 
the Literary Pulse." which was pub- 
lished recently In an illustrated edi- 
tion by Dpran. Dr. Collins is turn- 
Ing the powerful searchlight of care- 
lul diagnosis upon the writers, Ameri- 
can and French, who are at the mo- 
ment In the public eye. And he docs 
not hide 
the 
Inconsistencies, 
the 


hypocrasies nnd the vulgarities that 
tho light reveals. He speaks frankly, 
decisively and fairly about the sub- 
jects modern literature treats most 
often: sex. heredity, lunacy, feudlsm. 
neurosis, 
psychology . emancipation 


and disregard for law. 
Peculiarly 


enough, he does not criticise or con- 
demn the subjects themselves: rather 
he asks that the way they arc treat- 
ed be honest and based on fact, not 
Imagination—a physician's Instinctive 
plea for accuracy and foundation for 
theories, no matter how much more 
appealing unverified fabrications may 
seem to the romantic author. 


Persons like Edith Wharton, Amy 


Lowell, Edna 
St. Vincent 
Mlllay. 


Sherwood Anderson. French writers 
of the jwst-war school who have brok- 
en loose from the preconceived idea 
of risque literature—all these the au- 
thor sketches in broad black strokes 
upon a clear unsmudged canvas. It 
Is only natural that some of the writ- 
ers—Walter de la Mare, and Edna St. 
Vincent 
Millay. for instance, keep 


their place on- the pedestal that the 
author has made for them.

When Conrad Answered Call 


Joseph Conrad, who paid the great- 


est compliment to the English lan- 
guage It has ever received, died this 
week at his home at Oswalds, Bishop- 
bourne. England. Ho was G7. and It 
wns during the last 29 years of his 
life that he wrote the numerous nov- 
els In the language that ho mastered 
because the limitations of his native 
Polish were such that he found ex- 
pression ill adopted to tho vivid life 
of tho sea that he wished to paint on 
a paper page. For a while he chose 
French as his language but discovered 
that it was not virile enough for his 
hardy sailor heroes, who are not ever 
entirely heroic, and therefore Ir.tcr.se- 
ly human. 


With Mr. Conrad died not only n 


powerful novelist but also a sailor ol 
ability. 
Shipping before the mast as 


a young Polish lad ho traveled into 
strange ports and lonely spots, whoso 
color ho absorbed and saved for his 
writings. He held a certificate as man- 
tcr of tho merchant service and never 
In his life entirely relinquished him- 
self to writing. Tho call of the sea 
constantly 
beckoned him. and from 


time to time after he became a, re- 
nowned novelist, 
ho answered' that 


call. And his novels, favorite among 
which Is "Lord Jim" Is the work of a 
man who knew tho temptations drift- 
er-philosophy of a sailor who 
has

In 1S95. when Conrad was 38. was
